In the 8"rgeant-at- 
urms' department allowance is made 
tor two lire lighters at £05 a year each, 
pnd for two housemaids at £ 40 each. 
At the treasury women typewriters are 
paid from 10 shillings to 25 shillinsrs a 
week, the superintendent receiving 
from 20 shillings to 30 shillings a week.
